Is Depression Coming? 


The Federal Reserve Board is the la test source of 
reassurance about infla tion Its decision to let traders 
in stocks and bonds get by on only 75, instead of 100 
pore nf credit reflects officia l confidence in the im m e­ 
dia te future. Infla tion is not coming, sa ys the board, 
in effect. 
It is a curious circum stance of the American way 
of thinking , however, tha t if infla tion is not coining, 
the prospect a utom a tica lly cha ng es to infla tion's op ­ 
posite number 
defla tion. In the weeks and m onths 
im m edia tely a hea d, it m ay be expected tha t the peo­ 
ple will begin to brood about the possibility of depres­ 
sion. 
When the boom quits booming, the opposite effect 
must occur, according to the over-sim plified thinking 
of the over-sim ple econom ists' a nd the 
bust 
must 
sta rt busting. Thus, the rising question of the m om ­ 
ent becomes, "Do you think there will be depression? -’ 
This m ust be asked in the sa m e ha lf-frig htened, 
ha lf-incredulous tone in which its predecessor ques­ 
tion was asked "IX) you think there will be infla tion? ” 
For the first several years, the question was purely 
academic. E xp i ts garnered m any an easy dollar of 
infla ted money by reciting the pros and cons of the 
situa tion. Some said there was no infla tion coming; 
some sa id there was lots of infla tion coming; both 
advised the public whut to do about it 
Finally, the question Itself becam e absurb 
There 
was no longer room for doubt 
Infla tion 
was 
not 
som ething tha t m ig ht or might not ha ppen, but som e­ 
thing tha t was happening. The question was revised 
"How m uch more infla tion do you think ls coining? " 
About the same time, the number and intensity of 
warnings increased. The country m ust avoid more in­ 
fla tion at any cost. In tha t direction lay certain ruin 
e tc , etc. All of which wa s undeniably true, but puz­ 
zling, because in the other direction a lso lay certain 
ruin etc., etc Unless all the laws of na ture could be 
repealed, suspended, 
or 
ignored, 
the 
country 
was 
bound to run into ruin in 
either 
direction, 
and 
it 
couldn’t reasonably expect to sta y suspended in space, 
m otionless. 
In other words, as soon as rising prices, which were 
being objected to bitterly, cha ng ed and b ca m e fa ll­ 
ing prices, they would be objected to bitterly. It was 
only 10 years ago that herculean efforts to make prices 
quit fa lling and start rising were rewarded with the 
quickie boom of 1937 Only a patriot with a phenom ­ 
ena 11> short memory could reconcile a decade of e f­ 
forts to make prices rise with the bellowed con ten ­ 
tion tha t everything in the United Sta tes would be 
perfect if prices fell. 
Perhaps the econom ic m ystery is inscrutable and 
all the deep-thoug ht econom ic reports, including the 
officia l one recently issued under W hite House im ­ 
primatur, are “ weary, sta le, fla t and unprofitable" 
Perhaps it is enoug h to acknowledge the existence of 
the m ystery, without trying to 
fa thom 
it 
without 
wondering whether thing s will be measurably better 
now that prices a re fa lling tha n they were when prices 
were rising.

If the 
use of the drug ca uses a skin rash 
r eye sym ptom s such a s irrita tion 
of the eyes by lig ht, its use m ust be 
discontinued. 
The exa ct type of epilepsy pres­ 
ent may be determ ined by using an 
instrum ent which shows the brain 
waves.

popular grandson of King Gustaf.

from a hunting trip to Holland, 
where he was a guest of Prince Ber­ 
nard. husband of Crown Princess 
Juliana of the Netherlands. 
The 40-year-old heir to the Swed­ 
ish throne had been active in the 
civic affairs of his country, serving 
as head of the Boy Scout movement 
and supervisor of a national health 
program He was considered one of 
the best horsemen in Sweden,

A.s a result of his death his nine- 
m onths-old son, K arl G ustaf. be­ 
comes second in line for the throne.

P. Voutyras has come to America to 
study, to learn a profession, and 
to return to Greece to reconstruct 
his shattered country. 
Tw enty-two-year-old Constantine 
arrived in Alliance this week from 
Athens to

Mount Union. He is a sem ester late 
because of num erous and

break ing delays by 
consulate 
of­ 
fices. the recent shipping strik e, dif­ 
ficulties in obtaining priority for 
travel, and a seven-m ontlis’ hitch in 
the Greek army. 
Awarded Scho larship 
Constantine has been awarded a 
fuil-tuition scholarship by Mount 
| Union and w ill work for his room 
and board. For the present semes­ 
t e r . he will tak e English composi­ 
tion, trigonom etry, public speak ing, 
and United States history. 
C onstantine is one of many stu­ 
dents who have come to America 
to study under the auspices of the 
Anglo-American-Hellenic Bureau of 
Education, a group 
of 
Americans 
who are interested in promoting the 
education of Greek youth The bu­ 
reaus headquarters are at Colum­ 
bia university. New York City. 
Tall >6 feet 2 inches» and slender, 
Voutyras speak s English slowly with 
a charm ing, unassuming 
manner. 
He is striving to adjust himself to 
American phraseology at the pres­ 
ent. 
C onstantine's trip here was made 
by freighter with two other stu­ 
dents. The boat was crowded and 
dirty, and the pcssengers suffered 
from lack of water. The ship 
w as 
delayed twice, once at G ibraltar and 
once at Paris, because 
of 
insuffi­ 
cient lifeboats for the number of 
passengers aboard After 20 days of 
sailing, he arrived in New York on 
New Year's day
